"The complete recovery of American 
business waits on the complete recov­ 
ery of the foreign nations and on prof­ 
it y ie ling exports," he said. 
“Today the greuf need of tho world 
Is to set the wheels of industry go­ 
ing and to tiring about full production 
again. 


"D uring the past two years the de­ 
pression following the war has been 
felt most particularly by our farming 
population. 


"This state can only contribute Its 
share to the national welfare by hav­ 
ing a prosperous and contented farm ­ 
ing class, for agriculture is the prin­ 
cipal industry of our state and without 
it our state would be of little account. 
Your body can do much to bring about 
better conditions for our farmers. 
No problem confronts you of g reat­ 
er importance than the rural credits 
measure which upon your wisdom in 
passing such a law depends not only 
the welfare of the farm ers at this 
time, who need credit at a reasonable 
rate of interest, but the state’s reputa­ 
tion for good business policies. 
"A loosely drawn statute might re­ 
sult in that the state rural credits sys­ 
tem would become the owner of a 
large num ber of farms.

terests linked up with the other two, will tx? of great value ii 
facilitating the movement of and disposal of the crops of the tann­ 
ers of the nation. But, and in this lies the most serious part of I hr 
whole matter, produce can only be sold, and sohl at a profit to the 
farmer, when there are markets to take over this produce. 
Tho 
lavv of supply and demand still exists and, while this law is vio­ 
lated by certain distributors, in the main it holds true that only 
that amount of the supply will be sold which is equal to the de 
mand. 
All attempts to deal with the problems of disposition of 
the produce of the farm that do not take into account the market' 
which cannot be created, and over which organizations have and 
can have but little control, are destined to lx» futile or it not futile 
to secure much less than they promise. 
The present plight of the farmer is another indication of the 
.solidarity of the race, for people cannot go without what they 
would consume if they had what they noi*d without influencing the 
market that calls for grain from far distant fields. 
Humanitarian 
interests and cc nomic problems are bound up together. 


GERMANY’S STARTLING PROPOSAL 


SOMETHING has happened in germ any. This nation which b e ­ 
fore 1914 was decidedly autocratic has now become so democratic 
that its leaders propose that there shall In? no more wars in Europe 
until the people of the nations that disagree shall have decided by 
vote that war be declared* Such a proposal carries Withih it more 
hope of peace than any put forward by European nations. 
It is certain that the people of*a nation will not vote to go to 
war unless there is a g ra v e callid for so doing, 
Propaganda will 
be much more diligently analyzed by the voters of a nation who 
are required to decide so grave an issue As that of peace or war. 
A secret ballot will show a dispassionate result, arrived at through 
calm deliberation, a n d which will not be determined by passions 
that are so easily stirred when crowds gather. 
France, however, is opposed to any such method of deciding 
questions of peace and war. Just why France should take such a 
stand only Frenchmen know. If that nation’s attitude to Germany 
is to be such in the future that it is sure to stir the Germany people 
to such a degree that they would be willing to vote for a war with 
France, then France is wisely opposed to a referendum. 
But by 
refusing to agree to a referendum France is playing the game in 
favor of the very thing she professes to fear, which is, that the 
military leaders will gain control in Germany and seek another war 
with the French. 
People of other nations are ready to agree that France has 
suffered, but there is a growing feeling that the spirit of hatred 
for her enemy must not be allowed to stand in the way of the 
rehabilitation of Europe. 
If France refuses tx) agree to any pro 
posals that hold the promise of future security, the nations are 
placed rn a position where they must come to agreements among 
themselves leaving France to come in when she sees lit to do so 
France must either agree to cooperate or to go it alone.

“Their 
judgment on any public question is saner and better than the 
judgment of the most prominent business men iii the country 
Workingmen are the least selfish of all the groups there are. Mos 
of the labor troubles come from labor’s leaders, not from labor 
itself.”— B. C. Forbes, in Forbes Magazine.

T he press of the country might do a splendid service to tile 
people by provide# short and clearly written articles on the es­ 
tablished principles of political economy. 
Some o4 these founda­ 
tion facts have been presented to the farmers of Minnesota, whf 
are gathered at University Farm to observe Farmers and Home­ 
makers week. 
All manner of proposals are made for the purpose of improv­ 
ing the condition of the farmers and others who have been hit by 
the economic reactions of the Wark! war. 
Many of these fail t< 
take into account the basic facts, and they promise a better lot un 
which they cannot assure. 
Crops can only be sold when there is 
a market to take them over, and any aid that is given to the farm­ 
ers for the purpose of putting in crops will not in any way assist 
in finding that market. 
A surplus of any one kind of produce 
cannot be prevented unless some organization is in touch with 
all of the producers, and the weather is a factor that must be 
taken into account. 
The adjustment of the various factors, that will, when so ad­ 
justed, bring better conditions, is not easy. Cooperation between 
industrial and agricultural interests, with the transportation in­ 
terests linked up with the other two, will be of great value in 
facilitating the movement of and disposal of the crops of the I arm­ 
ers of the nation. But, and in this lies the most serious part of the 
whole matter, produce can only be sold, and sold at a profit to the 
farmer, when there are markets to take over this produce. 
The 
law of supply and demand still exists and, while this law is vio­ 
lated by certain distributors, in the main it holds true that only 
that amount of the supply will be sold which is equal to the de­ 
mand. 
All attempts to deal with the problems of disposition of 
the produce of the farm that do not take into account the market* 
which cannot be created, and over which organizations have and 
•can have but little control, are destined to be futile or if not futile 
to secure much less than they promise. 
The present plight of the farmer is another indication of the 
solidarity of the race, for people cannot go without what they 
would consume if they had what; they need without influencing the 
market that calls for grain from far distant (fields. Humanitarian 
interests and economic problems are bound up together.
